A  yearbook  is  about  time,  or  perhaps  multiple  times,  as  the  great  newspapers  of  London 
and  New  York  so  call  themselves.  As  depicted  by  Tolkein  in  one  of  the  most  wonderful 
children's  yarns  ever  spun,  time  is  decidedly  of  the  Old  father  variety:  severe,  menacing, 
and  in  the  end  the  very  grim  reaper  himself.
